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Color Changes 
On British Dues 


Using a coyness and reticence 
hardly in keeping with its May 
3 release of eleven stamps, the 
British Post Office introduced 
four changes of color in its post- 
age due series without any prior 
announcement of the switch. 

According to a special dispatch 
from the Stamp Mirror, weekly 
stamp publication of Slough 
Bucks, England, but four colors 
in the present Postage Due se- 
ries were affected. These are the 
%d which is now orange (form- 
erly green); the 1d now blue 
(formerly red); the 4d now light 
blue (formerly gray green) and 
the 1/- now brown (formerly 


ue). 

a, design of the Dues, which 
first came into being in 1914 and 
has been used continuously since, 
remains unchanged. 

The remaining four denomina- 
tions of the series which were not 
affected by the color change are 
the 2d black brown, 3d violet, 
5d brown and the 2/6 purple 
on yellow. 

First indication that any change 
had been made in the current se- 
ries was when underpaid cor- 
respondence bore postage due 
stamps in new colors in collec- 
tion of the fee amounting to dou- 
ble the deficiency. 

Apparently, at offices where 
the color changes were placed in 
use, the 1d blue seems to have 
been the first used, 

Since the introduction of the 
new 14d minimum rate for print- 
ed papers on June 1 a vast quan- 
tity of printed matter has been 

insufficiently prepaid. The 
irst few days, postal: officials 
took a lenient view of such un- 
derpayment for it was realized 
that mistakes were inevitable. 

From June 4 however, all un- 
derpaid printed matter detected 
has been made postage due and 
this has lead to a tremendous 
drain on the stocks of the 1d in 
the old color. In consequence this 
value in the new color was 
brought into use at several of- 
fices during mide-June. 

There will be no withdrawal 
of stamps in the old colors. As 
stocks expire, the new stamps 
will be introduced.

To Print U.N. Stamps In 
Holland, England, Regulars 
September 15, Airs Later 


The Secretary-General of the United Nations, Trygve Lie, an- 
nounced that contracts have been completed with two firms, J. En- 
schede and Sons, Haarlem, Netherlands, and Thomas de la Rue & 
Co., Ltd., London, England, for the production of the first United 
Nations postage stamps. 

Bertil A. Renborg, Chief of the UN Postal Administration, has | 
stated that the 11 regular stamps will be 27 x 33 mm from perfora- 
tion to perforation, and the four air mail denominations will mea- 
sure 27 x 40 mm. The stamps will be printed by steel engraving in 
sheets of fifty. 

The decision as to whether plate numbers or other marginal 
markings will be used by the UN Postal Administration will be 
taken shortly. =

Design Has Capitol, Holy 
Cross Mount, State Seal; 
Sale At Minturn August 1 


Blue, to match Colorado’s state flower, the Columbine, will be 
the color in which the coming 75th anniversary of statehood com- 
mem will be printed. The old state capitol, just across the street 
from Denver’s impressive civic center, will occupy the central part 
of a rather crowded design, while the Mount of the Holy Cross in 
Eagle County and the state seal will flank it from the left and right 
respectively. The fourth stamp in a five stamp program, it too will 
have a horizontal format, be issued in panes of fifty and have an 


initial printing of 110 million like its predecessors. 


Cover fans are cautioned to 
follow directions closely. In this 
instance they are to send their 
prepared envelopes to the post- 
master at Denver, Colo. rather 
than the postmaster of the first 
day city. Denver is much better 
situated for available working 
space and manpower than almost 
isolated Minturn back in the 
mountains, 

But while the preliminary work 
of affixing the Colorado com- 
mems to the covers will be done 
in Denver, the actual first day 
of issue cancellation will be ap- 
plied in Minturn. 

The announcement carrying 
news of the stamp was made by 
the Post Office Department as 
follows: 

“Postmaster General Jesse M. 
Donaldson announced the descrip- 
tion of the 3-cent stamp to com- 
memorate the 75th anniversary of 
the Statehood of Colorado, which 
will be first placed on sale at 
Minturn, Colorado, on August 1, 
1951. 

“The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally with a single line 
border, printed by the rotary pro- 
cess, electric-eye perforated, and 
issued in sheets of 50. 

“The stamp will be printed in 
blue to conform to the color of 
Colorado’s state flower, the Col- 
umbine. An initial printing or- 
der of 110,000,000 Colorado State- 
hood commemorative stamps has 
been authorized. 

The stamp has for its central 
design a reproduction of the Capi- 
tol Building of the State of Colo- 
rado, against a distant background 
of the Mount of the Holy Cross 
on the left and the State seal on

Mark St. Paul's

On the 1900th anriversary of 
St. Paul’s visit to (Cireece, June 
15, 1951, that country released a 
set of four ¢ommemorative 
stamps. They are to remain valid 
for postage fees for six months,

preached to the Athenians. For 
inland postage, this stamp had a 
printing of 2,600,000 copies.

Just A Suggestion 


It takes some mellowing and maturing before a collector finally 
comes around to collecting foreign stamps, almost exclusively in 
some instances, but when he does it might be said that he has 
reached the stage from which he will get the greatest enjoyment 
from his hobby. Like myself, perhaps, he ' , 
will have a collection of United States 
issues, mint and used, and the inevitable 
blocks, but he wont get the enjoyment 
and the action from these that he_ will 
from the stamps of his international — 
neighbors. ; 

I believe most stamp fans stay away | 
from foreign because they have been told 
that “foreigns are a gyp”; that they can’t 
learn about them because the catalog is 
too high priced; and that foreigns aren’t 
worth anything when the collection is to 
be sold. ‘ 

That some foreign stamps are definite. 
ly a gyp is something to be recognized 
and publicised. There are only about an 
even dozen nations which produce labels 
of little merit or validity. They are known, 
or can be pointed out by any experienced 
collector. But then there are approxi- 
mately seventy nations whose philatelic 
reputations are clean, and whose stamps 
have held their own through the years. ‘ ; 
These nations are known, or can be pointed out by the philatelist 
who has been in the game for a while. 

Folks generally avoid that which they do not understand, or 
which they fear. Collectors have told me they don’t go for foreigns 
because they do not know the rate of exchange; because there are a 
lot of overprints and surcharges which could be fakes; that they don’t 
have any guide with which to collect foreigns since the catalog is 
high priced. s 

I think knowing the rate of exchange of a foreign currency is 
not necessary at all. For 75% of all foreigns there is a highly com- 

etitive market in this country which keeps prices very much in 
ine. The dealer who asks too much for his stamps don’t sell, and 
don’t deal for long. There are overprints and surcharges on foreign 
stamps, but the greatest majority of these are on stamps produced 
in such a quantity that there is no trouble from trickery by the 
forgers. Besides which, I doubt if more than 1% of foreign issues 
are surcharged. 

Admittedly, one of the greatest drawbacks to interest in foreign 
stamps was the relatively high price of the catalogs without which 
there was little opportunity for organizing the collection. The re- 
cent appearance of the Popular edition of the Scott Catalog will help 
a lot in this department. And yet, year or two old editions of the 
catalog which are sold at just a fraction of the original cost would 
do for 90% of all those who lean to an interest in the stamps of our 
neighbors. P 

As to the worth of a foreign collection when it comes time to 

sell it, I would say that the money it will bring depends upon 
exactly the same things for value that a United States collection 
does. These are condition, completeness, and the number of scarcer 
stamps interspersed with the more common, All other things being 
equal, I believe the auctions and private sales will bear me out that 
a foreign collection will hold its own, dollar for dollar, with a United 
States. 
But leaving the above behind us, it seems that when the time 
comes a person is sold on foreign stamps, he is just sold, and that’s 
3t. No worry about investment; advanced enough to be untouched 
by philatelic fears; and generally well enough matured to have de- 
veloped a plan of collecting that leaves him neither financially nor 
mentally embarassed. 

Most collectors of our neighbors stamps like them unused. 
This comes about because they have been attracted to this field by 
the rather neat, smart or beautiful designs of the stamps, or the 
plethora of colors in which they are printed. They do not want 
these things marred by a postmark. Too, most of these stamps 
appear in sets large enough to make an eye-catching page, where 
with U. S. you have to make the best of several hundred singles 
most of which are poorly designed and of poorer colors. _ 

Should the above paragraphs induce you to investigate the 
possibilities of collecting one or more nation’s stamps, you can’t 
possilly collect them all, go at the thing sensibly. Take it step by 
step—don’t rush in and try to buy everything at once—get a set or 
two now and then—get price lists from several dealers selling 
stamps of your interests—and check the ads on the new issues in the 
pages of this paper each week. . 

Don’t force yourself to collect our neighbor’s stamps just be- 
cause it was suggested, but I think if you expose yourself to them, 
the urge will come naturally. And above all, whether it’s U. S. or 
foreign you collect, make your purchases as an investment in fun 
and recreation—not future profits,

of 1951 was issued on the cen- 
tenary of the Geological Survey 
of India. The two Stegodon Gen- 
esha—the extinct forerunners of 
the elephant is the central ef- 
figy of this stamp. The single 
stamp commemorating the occa- 
sion was released on 13th Janu- 
ary 1951, value being 2As. 

The Republic of India has al- 
ready planned many schemes in- 
volving crores (the number, 10,- 
000,000) of Rupees and Geology 
has to do much in successfully 
completing these schemes and in 
leading India to the forefront of 
the Industrial World. 

In the history of the vast con- 
tinent Asia, it is for the first 
time that an all Asian Olympics 
were conducted in India. From 
4 to 11 March, 1951, the Asian 
Games were conducted at Delhi. 

The 
postal department instituted a 
separate post office for the grand 
occasion, and two stamps were 
released on the 20th of February.

1951” on the top and “India Post- 
age” at the bottom and the value 
on the left hand bottom corner 
will cover the lettering of the 
new issue,

Before closing this article, it 
will be interesting to add a few 
lines about the new issues of 
Travancore-Cochin State, the au- 
thor’s native State, specially 
since the indigenious Anchal has 
been integrated with the Indian 
Posts. The Travancore-Cochin 
stamps could now be used for 
international purposes also. The 
formal integration of the two de- 
|partments took place in April 51. 
Since the integration of the 
|Anchal and Postal departments, 
ithe Anchal rates were enhanced 
and old Anchal stamps were ov- 
erprinted and used for circula- 
tion inside the State 

In September '50 two new 
stamps for the lower values of 
2 pies and 4 pies printed at the 
Security Press, Nasik, were re- 
leased for public use. The 2 pies 
red stamp has the conch shell in 
an oval design and 4 pies blue 
stamp has the backwater scenery 
with coconut groves as the cen- 
tral effigies 

These stamps also have the 
star watermark. The letters “State 
of Travancore Cochin Anchal” 
appear at the top and the value 
in English and Malayalam, at the 
bottom of the stamps 

As the Indian post covers and 
cards have improved designs, the 
Travancore-Cochin State anchal 
have also its state emblem as 
the corner designs for cards and 
covers. 

With the formal integration of 
the Anchal with the postal de- 
partment, new issues from this

Seems as if our U. S. collectors 
are going to have to take all 
their first days and new stamps 
in one big mid-year gulp. First 
they had the UCV on the sec- 


























ond last day of May; then there 
are to be the Nevada on July 
14 and the Detroit on July 24. 
Now the Post Office Depart- 
ment announces that the Colora- 
do Statehood commem will ap- 
pear on the 75th anniversary of 
its admission to the Union on 
August 1. 

The news story on page one 
points out to the first day cover 
fans that their covers must be 
sent to Denver for service, but 
that the first day cancellation 
will be applied at Minturn, Colo- 
rado. 

This isn’t the first time that 
this sort of arrangement has been 
made. As an example, it might 
be pointed out that the Wright 
stamp cancelled at Kitty Hawk, 
N.C. had the stamps affixed and 
the covers prepared at Elizabeth 
City, N.C. 

Why Minturn was chosen is a 
little puzzling inasmuch as this 
community ofsapproximately 600 
people doesn’t seem to have fig- 
ured to any great extent in the 
history of the state—at least any 
more than any others. 

No doubt Minturn was favored 
since quite a bit of the agitation 
for a Colorado stamp originated 
in that area. These same folks 
are the ones who suggested a ré- 
production of the Mount of the 
Holy Cross for the design. It is 
a natural formation on the side of 
a peak which when filled with 
snow takes the outline of a cross. 
I see that the Mount will be 
incorporated into the design but 
not as the central feature. 
Minturn is in Eagle County 
about 100 miles slightly to the 
southwest from Denver as the 
crow flies. (Remember, the crow 
must do some vertical zigzaging 
to clear the mountains!). The 
Mount of the Holy Cross is also 
in Eagle County about 30 miles 
south of Minturn as the crow 
etc.

flat flippers remember that thi 
all came about because of experi- 
ments started in 1950 by the Post 
Office Department with a per- 
manent “be kind to mailmen” 
idea in mind. 

No doubt many of you were 
surprised to learn via your daily 
papers that your postman’s strong 
shoulders are going to be relieved 
of the daily mail load by me- 
chanical gadgets—in fact, in some 
of the not too well populated su- 
burban areas, he is going to be- 
come a post rider. By scooter, that 
is. 

The Department purchased 100 
of the motor scooters some time 
ago since distributed to six dif- 
ferent cities for one year tests. 
They are designed to carry as 
much as 400 pounds of mail at a 
maximum of 35 miles per hour. 

Presently, mailmen start their 
rounds with nd more than 35 
pounds of mail. Supplementing 
that load is other mail which is 
carried to a storage box on the 
route where it is kept until the 
first batch is delivered. That load 
is carried by motor truck. 

The scooters will eliminate the 
use of the supplementary trucks 
for with the new equipment the 
mail carrier can take everything 
for his section and ride at a fair- 
ly good clip as well. In time, the 
postman stands to gain, for some 
routes use up two hours of his 
day just getting to them and 
back by bus or street car. 

Performance of scooters on 
hills, in snow and mud, and on 
ice are to be made this winter, 
but not too much difficulty is 
expected, This same scooter for 
commercial and pleasure use op- 
erates the year round. 

Letter carriers in the denser 
populated areas won’t be given 
the chance to ride like their su- 
burban counterparts, but their 
mail will. Caddy carts, pushed 
from behind, will carry the let- 
ters, cards and packages from 
door to door. 

Tests with these gadgets have 
been going on in Angeles 
and Chicago Heights, Ill. with 
pleasing results, 

A number of months ago, I 
wrote here of the experiments at 
Kansas City with the new parcel 
post containers. These are col- 
lapsible metal box-like affairs 
which fit snugly into mail cars 
and protect the contents from 
damage. 

It was found that their use cut 
down the expense of loading and 
unloading this material at the 
post offices and in the mail cars,

while the extra which could be 
stacked in the cars was from 20 
to 30% more. Claims resultin 
from damaged parcels droppe 
considerably. 

And that old bug-a-boo of both 
the mailer and the clerk at the 
parcel post window, poorly wrap- 
ped packages, is getting some at- 
tention. An experiment, again at 
Kansas City, is under way by the 
Post Office Department which 
will make use of a machine to 
re-wrap badly made parcels, or 
those which are wounded in the 
line of duty in their battle through 
mail channels, 

No ordinary, or special cord 
will be used here, a strong but 
fine wire will be the binding 
agent. 

When you realize that between 
two and three million packages 
a year have to be re-wrapped at 
Chicago, the largest parcel post 
center, it isn’t hard to see that 
this type thing can run into a 
good deal of money and time. 

And time and money are what 
the Department is trying to con- 
serve. With a predicted deficit of 
nearly 521 million bucks for the 
past fiscal year, the Department 
is making some efforts toward 
corner cutting and improvement 
of service, 


Arthur K. Hulburt of Detroit, 
who has kept me well informed 
about the goings on of the United 
Confederate Veterans, tells me 
that the ranks were thinned by 
two recently. 

John Marcum of Birta, Arkan- 
sas died in the latter part of May, 
and Johfii G. Chism of Ben Hur, 
Ark. died June 12, They were 
Arkansas’ last two survivors of 
the Civil War. 

Mr. Hurlburt also sent an im- 
pression of the slogan cancella- 
tion publicizing the 250th anni- 
versary of the founding of De- 
troit. It has nothing especially 
outstanding as to wording, but 
the arrangement of the words is 
rather neat. 

I wonder how many of the 

United Nations Conference 5c 
commem are still floating around 
the country or are hidden away 
for investment. There must be an 
awful lot of them, for it seems 
each week another parcel is of- 
fered at face value or less by 
disappointed “get rich from 
stamps” citizens. 
As a sort of clincher on their 
present depressed state of value, 
I note an offering of lots of 80 
plate blocks, fine to very fine 
mint, at face value, $16.00. There 
is a three per cent brokerage fee 
attached, but that is mostly used 
up by the seller to pay for the 
packaging and postage. 

About five values of the Flag 
stamps are other nickel items 
which are not doing well from 
an investment standpoint. Most 
of the others are going at a small 
mark-up, but nothing sensation- 





Even the 5c New York air com- 
mem which had such a rousing 
sendoff when it appeared three 
years ago is now back down to a 
selling price of around $7.00 for a 
full pane of 100 very fine stamps. 
It had been as high as $12.00 
for very fine. 

These are sort of sour days for 
those who expected to turn over 
mint sheets at a good profit with- 
in several years. 

If you are going to invest in 
stamps use nothing but money 
which will not be missed and up- 
on which you will not have to 
rely at some time im the next 
twenty years. You can make a 
profit on most stamps if you 
keep them that long or longer, 
but I have my doubts, if your 
twenty year profit will be as 
much as you would have earned

Leon Helguera, a Mexican artist 
now living in New York City, 
Mr. Helguera on his own initia- 
tive submitted a number of de- 
signs for the consideration of the 
UN Secretariat; and the design 
selected by the committee shows 
the UN emblem, bordered by a 
circular arrangement of “United 
Nations” in the five languages 
rising over the Headquarters site. 
This vertical design will be used 
for the l%c and 50c regular 
stamps. 

The UN emblem is the princi- 
pal element of the design for the 
2c and $1.00 regular stamps which 
was prepared by J. F. Doeve, a 
well-known Netherlands artist 
engaged by J. Enschede and Sons. 
Mr. Doeve’s design is a vertical 
one with the inscription “Peace, 
Justice, Security” in English and 
French arranged around the em- 
blem. The .words “United Na- 
tions” will appear in Spanish and 
Chinese at the top of the stamp 
and in Russian at the bottom. 

The horizontal UN flag design, 
the second design for bi-colored 
UN stamps, is also the work of 
Ole Hamann. This design will be 
used on the 3c, 15c, and 25c reg- 
ular stamps. In each case, the 
flag will be reproduced in United 
Nations blue, and the border of 
the stamp containing the five 
language text in a rectangle with 
rounded corners will be in a con- 
trasting color, 

The 5c stamp, the denomina- 
tion most widely used for or- 
dinary surface mail sent from 
the United States to all parts of 
the world, is dedicated UNICEF, 
the United Nations International 
Children’s Emergency Fund, The 
design was developed by S. L. 
Hartz, Chief Designer of Ensche- 
de and Sons, and shows the hand 
of a child held protectively by 
the hand of an adult. The design 
is. vertical, and the five language 
border will be used as well as 
“UNICEF” which will appear on 
the face of the stamp. 

H. Woyty-Wimmer, a» well- 
known Viennese stamp designer 
and engraver who is now employ- 
ed by Thomas de la Rue & Co., 
prepared the “World Unity” de- 
sign to be used for the 20c reg- 
ular stamp. On this stamp, the 
hemispheres of the world are 








linked together by the next 
“United Nations” in French and 
| Spanish arranged in a horizon- 
}tal figure 8. The UN emblem 
appears above the intersection of 
the figure 8 and the denomination 
below. 

An initial printing order has 
been placed for the following 
quantities: Regular stamps:
